Instructions for Filling out Preliminary Worksheets: 



MONTHLY INCOME SOURCES WORKSHEET: 

• List all regular net income sources (Take Home Pay) 

• List all irregular net income sources (i.e. commissions, bonuses, etc..) 

• Tax Refunds / Rents 

• Self-Employment income 

• You only need to fill out this worksheet above total income line. 



CONSUMER EQUITY WORKSHEET: 



• List all assets 

• List estimated market value of each asset and any corresponding loan balance 
BASIC BUDGET WORKSHEET: 

• Add categories when necessary 

• Remember non-monthly annual lump sum totals (such as property tax bills would be 
divided by 12 to resemble the monthly amount) 

• List car payments in Transportation section. DO NOT LIST on Debt Snowball Worksheet. 

• List purchase price in comment section for Mortgage and car(s) 

DEBT WORKSHEET: 

• List all debts, smallest balance amount to largest balance amount 

• List minimum payment due for each debt 

• List interest rate in Comment section 

• List credit limit in Comment section 

• List the due date of each debt in Comment section 

Credit Reporting Mistakes Common 

The 3 main credit reporting bureaus in the USA are Experian, Equifax, and Transunion. Creditors, 
Employers, and Landlords have their own preference of which bureau(s) they prefer to use when 
checking applicants credit history. It's almost a given that if you were to check your credit report 
with each the of 3 main bureaus, there would be differing information on each. There may be a 
mistake on one, but not the others. Some accounts may have not been updated for months or even 
years. Closed accounts may say "closed by merchant" when really it was "closed at customer's 
request". You may think that these "little" mistakes aren't worth fixing, but the way the credit 
checker interprets those remarks could be the difference between you getting the job of your 
dreams or not. Other mistakes could put you and your family in sub-prime living conditions.
